Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year  31st 
December  1971* 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid  year  population  of  the  district 
was  3,830  (4120  in  1970). 

There  v/ere  63  live  births  (59  in  1970  and  c4  in  19^9),  giving  a live  birth 
rate  of  l6«4  per  1,000  population  (l4.3  in  1970).  There  was  one  stillbirth,  but 
no  infant  deaths. 

Forty-four  persons  from  the  district  died  during  the  year.  Tv^’entypone  of 
these  deaths  were  from  strokes  And  heart  disease  including  coronary  thrombosis. 
There  were  7 deaths  from  cancer,  compared  with  13  in  1970. 

One  nev/  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified,  but  there  was  no  death  from 
the  disease. 

I wish  to  thanlc  the  Public  I'ealth  Inspectors,  the  Clerk  and  all  the  other 
council  officials  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  council  for  their  continued 
interest  and  support,

The  work  of  rodent  control  v/as  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  employees,  Warfarin 
v/as  still  successfully  used  v/ith  no  sign  of  resistance.  No  major  infestations  occtired 
but  the  number  of  notified  minor  infestations  increased  during  the  year.

ANIMrX  HEALTH 

The  butchers  and  xvholesalers  still  continue  to  deal  in  high  quality  animals. 
The  rejection  of  whole  carcasses  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  remains  at  a 
very  small  percentage. 

FASCIOLIOSIS  (LIVER  FLUICB)  AND  ECCHINOCCUS 

The  incidence  of  these  parasites  in  organs  of  cattle  and  sheep  showed  an 
appreciable  decrease  to  previous  years. 

ASCARIS 

The  occurrence  of  this  round  worm  showed  an  increase  compared  to  the 
substantial  decrease  in  the  previous  yeair. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  Cattle  and  Pigs  still  remains  a rare 
occurence.  Of  2026  Pigs  slaughtered  during  the  yeair,  only  10  cases  of  Avian 
Tuberculosis  v/ere  found  - showing  a further  decrease. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

Inspection  of  poultry  during  the  year  and  prior  to  the  Christmas  holiday 
resulted  in  only  two  chickens  being  condemned.  The  standard  and  quality  of 
dressed  poultry  for  sale  in  the  area  remains  very  satisfactory.
